Tuat novelty manufacturers have not suffered from 
the slump that has affected mast businesses during 
the past year and that an era of trade expansion has 
just opened for them, was asserted in reports of com- 
mittees at the semi-annual meeting of the National 
\ssociation of Advertising Novelty Manufacturers 
held in Chicago on September 15. Fifty firms through- 
out the United States were represented at the conven- 
tion. It is estimated that the combined output of the 
manufacturers represented reaches an annual total of 
$40,000,000 of advertising, souvenir and premium 


goods. 


A COMMERCIAL and industrial rebound is in prog- 
ress which present prospects indicate will carry busi- 
ness to a normal level when the crop movement is in 
full swing. Increasing traffic is reflected in this 
week's railroad returns, which are accompanied by de- 
‘reasing expenditures so far as operation and main- 
tenance are concerned. Commercial failures last week 
n the United States, as reported by R. G. Dun & Co., 
were 206, against 244 the preceding week, and 189 
the corresponding week last year. Failures in Can- 
ada numbered eighteen, against twenty-seven the pre- 
‘eding week and twenty-four last year. Of failures 
last week in the United States, 84 were in the East, 
55 in the South, 52 in the West and 15 in the Pacific 
states, and 80 reported liabilities of $5,000 or more 
against 89 the week previous. 





For the first month in eighteen the production of 
copper for the month of August showed an increase 
compared with the previous vear. The output of cop- 
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per in the United States, Canada and Mexico is esti- 
mated at 99,048,700 pounds, compared with 93,208,- 
107 pounds in August, 1907, and 102,593,034 in 1906. 
The total production of copper in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico for the first eight months of this 
year, compared with two previous years, was as fol- 
lows (in pounds) :

The above figures for eight months show a falling 
off compared with last year of 96,727,256 pounds, and 
compared with 1906 of 129,263,601 pounds. 


THE BULLETIN of the Bureau of Labor on wages and 
prices in 1907 shows an average increase of 3.7 per 
cent in wages per hour in the occupations 


Purchasing 444 the branches of industry from which 
Power of , 


Wages. the returns were obtained, compared 


with 1906, and an increase of 4.2 per 
cent in the retail prices of the principal! articles of food, 
weighed according to consumption in the families of 
workingmen. This indicates a slight decrease in the 
purchasing power of the wages earned. A comparison 
is made of the average hourly wages and the average 
cost of food in 1907 with the average of the ten vears 
from 1890 to 1899 inclusive, showing an advance of 
28.8 per cent above that average for wages, and 20.6 
per cent for the price of food. It is shown that the 
variation in wages differed materially in different oc- 
cupations, and the average may be misleading. The 
comparison is defective in other ways. The ten-year 
interval from 1890 to 1899 included a prolonged period 
of depression in which both wages and prices were 
unusually low, making the average for ten years 
a low one, while at the time the figures of 1907 
were collected the level for both was unusually high. 
\nother defect arises from making a comparison only 
of the prices of food and not of the whole cost of liv- 
ing, including rent, clothing, etc. 

The value of the comparison, assuming it to be com- 
plete and accurate in any case, lies in bringing out the 
fact that the important thing for labor is not so much 
an increase in wages as an increase in the purchasing 
rower of earnings and the stea.liness of employment. 
Wages are a leading factor in ermining the prices 
of articles produced, and those prices determine the 
real value of wages, which lies in their purchasing 
power, but the effect of an increase of wages does not 
appear so much in the prices of food, which comes 
largely from agricultural labor, as in those of other 
things affected by manufacturing cost. Moreover, the 
advance in wages reported is mainly in trades that are 
organized or unionized, and it often happens that there 
are not corresponding advances for other labor, while 
prices rise, and this will affect the real average. 

As is well recognized, both wages and prices rise in 
times of industrial activity and business prosperity, and 
there is a continual striving in such a period to get 
higher wages because there is a demand for labor and 
to get higher prices because there is a demand for 
products, and this leads to an increase in the cost of 
production and the cost of living, until consumption is 
checked and a reaction sets in. The real difference 
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between a period of prosperity and one of depression is 
that of volume of production and equity of distribution. 
There is no particular advantage in high wages if prices 
are correspondingly high, so that what a day’s wage 
will pay for is no more, but the important thing is that 
labor shall have employment and that it shall be effi- 
cient in production, so that there shall be plenty to 
distribute. A concealed factor that works toward 
trouble is the slackening of efficiency in labor as wages 
increase in prosperous times, so that there is progress- 
ively less produced at higher cost, until consumption 


has to diminish and put a check upon production. 





Tue Commercial National Bank of Chicago in its 
eighth annual report on crops and general business con- 
ditions, predicts prosperity for 1909 and 


Prosperity notes pronounced recovery from the busi- 
Predicted ' 


for 1909, "eSS depression which followed the panic 


of last fall. The report is based upon the 
yiews of 4,000 bankers and business men in all sections 
of the United States. 

After reviewing the unfavorable conditions which 
marked the final months of 1907 and the start of the 
present year, the statement dwells upon the improving 
credit and the activity in expansion in almost all lines 
of trade and industry. 

“With the harvesting and movement of crops and 
the flow of money into the pockets of the farmers there 
must inevitably come general replenishment of stocks 
of merchandise,” says the report. “The profits of the 
year are, or soon will be, in hand, and there will be a 
strong demand for articles of necessity and for luxuries 
unthought of except after the harvest home.” 

Continuing, the report says: 

“The farmer has’ come into his own in the last ten 
years. For a long time the vast area of cheap lands open to 
settlement, and the rapid increase in farm acreage, held the 
remuneration of the farmer down to bare wages for unre- 
mitting toil. But in recent years the world’s population has 
gained upon food production, the most available lands are 
occupied, and the new supplies are grown at higher cost. As 
a result, the farmer who is the fortunate possessor of land 
in the Mississippi valley, or any other rich and eligible loca- 
tion, now has a handsome margin of profit. 

“This is true not only of the grower of food products, 
but of the producers of wool and cotton, and the advantage 
to the country is particularly noticeable in the case of the 
cotton grower because so large a share of that crop is sold 
abroad.” 

Serious discrepancies exist this year between the 
government’s crop expectancy and the figures arrived 
at by the bank’s correspondents in the grain states and 
those reached by the most authoritative private investi- 
gators. The report says: 

“The government figures for August indicated a total 
wheat yield of nearly 672,000,000 bushels, against about 634,- 
000,000 bushels last year. Our own percentages, using the 
government’s figures for acreage, indicate a total crop of 
648,000,000 bushels. Good opinion in the trade is that the 
bureau figures ignore loss by floods in Indiana, Texas, Kan- 
sas, Missouri and Oklahoma.” 

“On the basis of the crop reporting bureau’s August | 
estimate the yield of corn indicated is 2,666,294,000 bushels, 
against 2,592,320,000 in the final estimate for 1907. Our own 
correspondents in the belt, basing their estimates on extensive 
inquiries, indicate a yield larger that 1907 by 1.2 per cent. 
This suggests a crop of 2,623,000,000 bushels. 

“Reports from important areas show much conflict of 
opinion, but the best informed men in the merchant grain 
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trade are coming to believe that the 1908 total will be little 


if any larger than the crop of 1907 under the best possibl« 
maturing conditions. Fortunately the danger incident to pol 
lenization has been avoided. The danger now feared is that 
premature low temperatures may prevent normal maturing of 
the crop in the north central part of the belt. At this tin: 
the plant is making fine progress. 

“Visible stocks of corn are extremely low and the amount 
of old grain in farmers’.hands at the end of the crop yea: 
cannot but be much lower than usual. The price has ruled 
high in spite of business depression and reduced consump 
tion during the first half of 1908; and it seems inevitable 
that prices will be fully sustained, if not advanced, with 
gradual revival of business activity.” 

That this year’s cotton crop will measure fully up to 
expectations in the greater portion of the belt is fore- 
shadowed by reports from widely scattered points. 
From Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas come predictions 
of splendid crops. Neither the boll weevil nor tricks 
of the weather have done any material damage. One 
Texas estimate says that the state’s production wil! 
reach the high total of 4,000,000 bales. In the Mem 
phis district, which takes in western Tennessee and 
northern Mississippi fields, the same optimistic reports 
come. 

With these encouraging reports of crop conditions 
prosperity in full measure is assured for the coming 
year.

since August 19 of 30,371 such cars. 
This is the best and most encouraging record sent out 
since July 24, when a reduction of 36,720 cars was re- 
ported. In addition to this gain there was a decrease 
of 7,662 in number of bad order cars, so that the total 
number in use on September 10, over August 19 was 
38,033. This reduction in the number of bad order 
cars is encouraging and shows that the railroads are 
extending the scope of their repair work. 

The maximum number of idle cars was reported on 
April 29, when there was a surplus of 413,605 cars. 
The latest statement shows a total decrease since that 
date, therefore, of 190,973 or 46 per cent. The recov- 
ery has been continuous since May .13, except for the 
period ended July 22, when there was an addition of 
5,129 cars to the idle list. 

The bulletin calls special attention to the encourag- 
ing reduction of box cars not in use, largely due to the 
crop movement. Of the total 30,371 cars employed 
since the previous report, 21,723 were box and 7,662 
coal and gondola cars. In several instances during the 
two weeks the committee’s services were called upon to 
prevent car shortages. 

The decrease was general throughout the United 
States, although there was a small increase in one sec- 
tion of the middle West. In Canada the number out 
of commission remained almost stationary, increasing 
about 50 cars over the number reported on August 19. 
In New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, and 
eastern Pennsylvania the reduction was nearly 5,000, 
and in Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and western Pennsy!- 
vania nearly 7,000. The district embracing Montana, 
Wyoming and Nebraska, which reported a small in- 
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ease in the previous statement, shared in the de- 
-rease reported on September fo. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

\rthur Lancaster, a contestant in the Olympian 
oames recently held in London, England, accomplished 
something that had never before been even attempted 
since the world began. He swung an eight-pound 
blacksmith’s hammer for twelve hours without a mo- 
ment’s rest. Lancaster was to have competed in a test 
of endurance against a Frenchman, but the latter did 
not keep his engagement, so the Englishman began 
his task alone. Never, it is said, has a feat of endur- 
ance been carried out under such depressing condi- 
tions. On a small stage in a darkened room, lighted 
only by footlights, a pale-faced man of 25, stripped to 
the waist and wearing flannel trousers and white boots, 
stood resting easily on the handle of a sledge hammer. 
[wo other men were present as witnesses, and when 
at 9 a. m. the word to start was given, Lancaster 
swung his hammer round his head, and for 12 hours 
that eight pounds of metal continuously cleaved the 
air. No cheering strains from an orchestra assisted 
lancaster ; not even the tinkle of a piano helped to re- 
lieve the monotony. People dropped in by twos and 
threes, but the insufferable sameness soon drove them 
out again. Occasionally Lancaster’s attendant would 
cause a welcome break by giving him a glass of milk 

he drank eight during the 12 hours; or an inch- 
square egg sandwich—he consumed a dozen in all; or 
a few cold boiled green peas—he ate a handful during 
the day ; or an oatmeal biscuit—he munched altogether 
i2 of these. But directly these interruptions were 
over Lancaster, who had continued swinging the ham- 
mer with one hand, would resume his double-handed 
swinging. Lancaster is considered to possess the 
strongest forearm and wrist of any man living. In 
the course of the twelve-hour exhibition the hammer 
which Lancaster swung traveled nearly 150 miles, it 
is estimated, and in the same time the Englishman 
lifted more than 150 tons, according to calculations. 
Such a feat as this is probably as much of a mental 
triumph as a physical, forany man who can swing an 
eight-pound hammer for twelve consecutive hours 
without having his brain be-muddled, must certainly 
he possessed of the right kind of gray matter, although 
it is perhaps difficult to see the sanity of such a test of 
physical endurance. I do not know whether Lancaster 
has achieved any great success with his brains but it 
would appear to me that he has the mental ability to 
make himself famous in some pursuit other than ath- 
] tics.

This proposition is regarded as an im- 
po! ant one because showing to the candid reader that 
the lightning rod is an efficient method of protecting 
property on the earth’s surface from the ravages of 
jvhtning. If the rod depended for its use upon its ac- 
cidentally being in the right position to be struck by 
. bolt from the clouds, the chances of its saving the 
roperty would be small, but since the electricity in 
the clouds cannot be brought into a disruptive dis- 
charge without the corresponding amount of electricity 
in the earth beneath it, it is only necessary to give a 
cood passage to the earth charge to combine with the 
cloud charge to render the combination harmless. 
Therefore a proper device, says the booklet, which will 
bring from the earth a constant flow of electricity to 
any considerable height in the air, will protect a certain 
:rea by making the disruptive charge impossible. 

When the Union Pacific Railway built its line of tel- 
cgraph poles across the “Great American Desert,” the 
poles had three enemies: The Indians, who chopped 
them down for fire wood; the buffaloes, which found 
them convenient scratching agents for their shaggy 
hides, and the thunderbolts, which destroyed them by 
hundreds. Remedies were found for all three of these 
difficulties, says the booklet. The Indians were re- 
moved to their reservation ; the buffaloes were extermi- 
nated by the hunters, and the lightning bolt was cor- 
rected by placing a rod or conductor upon every sev- 
enth pole. Since that time, it is said, an accident to 
the poles has been very rare.

A PROBLEM IN WARM AIR FURNACE HEATING 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

\s a reader of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN could you 
please tell me how to get at the heating capacity of a 
hot-air furnace when the diameter of the fire-pot 24 
inches, the diameter of the casing 40 inches, and the 
diameter of the smoke-flue 8 inches, are given. 

To make the case plain. Some years ago a portable 
furnace was installed by a heating firm in one of the 
principal residences in this city, and the furnace gave 
good satisfaction up to a year ago. [our large rooms 
were added to the building. The architect gave the 
owner the assurance that the original furnace was of 
sufficient capacity to heat the new addition, and ac- 
cordingly four pipes were taken and run to the fou 
additional rooms. The building has at present 19,359 
cubic feet of space. The firm that supplied the furnace 
for the house did not rate their furnaces in their cata- 
logue, but simply stated that a furnace of their manu 
facture with a 40-inch casing would heat seven rooms 
14x 14x10, under ordinary conditions. Now seven 
rooms 14 X 14. X 10 would contain 13,720 cubic feet of 
space, and so | take it for granted that the present 
furnace is not large enough to heat the house with its 
additional four rooms. I did not install the heater 
when the building was first constructed, neither did | 
make the connections when the new addition was built, 
but I am called upon by the owner to remedy the 
trouble if possible. | am planning to put a small heater 


under the new addition and let the old heater heat the 


original building as before. I trust that some reader 
of THE -AMERICAN ARTISAN may be able to help me 
out in this matter.

THE BENGAL FURNACE. 





The Bengal furnace, manufactured by The Floyd- 
Wells Co., Royersford, Pa., and 83 Kinzie street, Chi- 
cago, is said by the makers to be one of the most pow- 
erful and compact furnaces ever produced. This fur- 


nace burns anthracite or bituminous coal or coke. It 
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30 THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
has a solid cast front and deep ash-pit, and is provided 
with either draw center anti-clinker grate or triplex 
grate, which can be drawn out through the ash-pit. 
The Bengal furnace has a clinker or poke door to 
clean the fire, and has a check-lift in both the ash-pit 
door and the feed-door to regulate the fire from up- 
stairs. The deep corrugations in the dome and radia- 
tor, as shown in the accompanying illustration, are 
said to be the great heat producing feature in this fur- 
nace. Another distinctive characteristic of this fur- 
nace is that when the feed door is open to check the 
fire it still keeps heating. The oxygen supply duct 
takes the air in under the fire door, conducts it around 
the top of the fire-pot and discharges it at the back 
thoroughly heated, insuring a good hot blast and pro- 
ducing thorough combustion, it is said. The hot prod- 
ucts of combustion in the Bengal furnace pass down 
the front section of the radiator, and up the back sec- 
tion before passing out of the pipe to the chimney.

PRIZER, PRESIDENT OF THE FEDERAL

In the following article Chas. S. Prizer replies to 
the criticisms of W. J. Heald of the Lennox Fur- 
nace Co., Marshalltown, Ia., whose paper, which was 
read at a meeting of the Midland Club held in Chi- 
cago on August 1, was published in THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN of September 12. Mr. Prizer, who is vice- 
president of the Abram Cox Stove Co. of Philadel- 
phia, believes that the matter which Mr. Heald 
brought out in his paper will be of especial interest 
to furnace dealers of the West. Mr. Prizer’s reply 
follows: 


I have been much interested in the paper read by Mr.

4 ding to this doctrine, houses heated by direct radiation 
be sufficiently ventilated, and this, we well know, is not 
case. 
Every room in a house should be ventilated in winter 
without opening windows or doors for the admission of out- 
cide air. If a house is sufficiently heated by a warm air 
‘srnace plant which takes its supply of cold air from the 

ie (or largely from the outside), then this ventilation 
be accomplished even if there is no formal provision 
for ventilation; and hundreds of thousands of houses are to- 
day thus sufficiently and adequately heated with warm air 
furnaces. 

No house will be healthfully heated if the entire supply 
f air for the furnace is taken from inside the house. 

I advocate formal ventilation in connection with furnace 
iting because such ventilation assists in distributing the 
heat to every room and relieves the pressure against which 
the ordinary furnace plant, that does not take its supply from 
inside the house, must work. 

Mr. Heald says that the air to supply the furnace, under 
a system of inside circulation, blows into the house, is carried 
down to the furnace, is heated, and is then circulated back 


to the rooms, thus providing ample ventilation. But if this ~ 


is true then an equally large volume of air must blow out 
of the house again through cracks, crevices, etc., as two 
volumes of air cannot occupy the same space at the same 
time, 
Then, too, Mr. Heald’s argument for what he euphe- 
mistically terms “ventilation,” would have absolutely no appli- 
cation to a tightly constructed house. His plan would be 
absolutely indefensible unless the house is so loosely built 
that the wind can freely whistle through it, and it is prac- 
tically impossible to heat such a house at all. 

While it is desirable that every room in a house be prop- 
erly ventilated, yet the ventilation of sleeping chambers is of 
the most supreme importance. An abundant supply of fresh 
air should be furnished to all sleeping rooms, nct only be- 
cause of the necessity for sanitary conditions for the members 
f the family during the night, but what is even more im- 
portant, to fit these rooms for the occupancy of those who 
are sick. 

In sickness there is nothing more vitally necessary than 
pure air. 

How would Mr. Heald’s so-called system of ventilation 
provide for renewing the air in the closed chamber of the 
member of the family who is stricken with sickness? 

Under his complete system of returning the air to the 
furnace he would convey the air from that sick room to the 
furnace whence it would be distributed throughout the other 
rooms of the house. 

It is impossible to properly ventilate a house without chang- 
ing and renewing the air in it. 
HINTS FOR THE FURNACE DEALER, 


The Federal Furnace League does not ask those who in- 

!l furnaces to attempt impossibilities, but it does urge them, 

in their own interest, to do everything possible under exist- 
ing conditions to elevate and improve the standard of prac- 
in furnace installation. The practical furnace dealer will 
take contracts for installing furnaces in many cases where 
is impossible for him to secure such conditions and such 
1ouse construction as will enable him to put in the pertect 
turnace plant; but he should always strive to secure the best

PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market continues quiet. The foundries 
in the East are still complaining of a lack of business, 
and there is no doubt that the present dullness is a dis 
appointment to both sellers and buyers of pig iron. 
The current business is mostly in small lots for deliy 
eries scattered through the rest of this vear. Som 
large buyers are making tentative inquiries for deliy 
ery next year, but they find the furnacemen very cai 
tious, and not at all amxious to contract so far ahead 
at present quotations. The production of pig iron 
throughout the country shows a steady increase, the 
total for August being 1,348,831 tons, the largest 
month's work since last December. Based on the Au 
gust daily average, the total production for 1908 is 
estimated at 15,881,150 tons, against 25,781,361 tons 
il 1907, 25,307,190 tons in 1906, 22,922,300 tons in 
1905, 10,497,033 tons in 1904, 17,821,301 tons in 1903 
and 15,078,354 tons in 1902.
